apart from the ' economy in 


time and locomotion referred to, if 
we desire to have Bristol hold its 
place among the boroughs and towns 
in the East, it will be obliged to de- 
vote the same careful thought to its 
municipal improvement 
that other 


places are receiving, and in no depart- 
ment of their government is more 
attention being paid than to improve- 
ment in streets and highways. Such 
improvement not only materially les- 
sens sickness by preventing the accu- 
mulation of offensive matter which in 
the dirt and mud of our ordinary 
streets,-decays and gives out disease, 
but facilitates travel, aids materially 
in raising the standard of our civiliza- 
tion by bringing our people in con- 
tact with better and fairer conditions 
and at once stamps a community as 
being a progressive, well governed 
body of people, 


"The importance of this question 


may be better understood when we 
state the attention road building has 
received of late from legislatures of 
various States. New Jersey and Mas- 
sachusetts have already passed laws 
granting to towns and townships the 
privilege of borrowing money for the 
building of stone roads and improving 
the highways, even going so far as to 
appropriate 
moneys to, them direct 


from tlu> State's treasury to aid in 


coring county, Burlington county, New 
Jersey, miles of stone roads have been 
constructed within the last two years 
under provisions of their Acts on this 
ubject. 
Ex-Governor Hill and Gov- 


ernor Flower, each sent strong mes- 
sages to the legislatures of New York 
state upon this question, and various 
acts were introduced in accordance 
with their' suggestions; 
in fact, the 


subject has been uppermost iu the 
executive as well as legislative mind 
u nearly all the Northern and Western 
itates during the last few years.

ABOUT FURS. 


A Single Garment of Sable Sometime! Cott* 


Thouaaadft of Dollar!. 


Genuine Russian crown sable is the 


most costly fur known to the shops. There 
is an immense choice in the skinp of the 
Hable, and the darkest and the rarest sa- 
bles bring enormous fancy prices, a single 
garment being sometimes valued at sever- 
al thousand dollars. The Hudson bay lia- 
ble and other sables of an inferior quality 
in a tawny, reddish brown shade are not 
at all desirable and can be bought at a 
low price. 


A genuine black mink, which is nearly 


as dark as- Russian sable, is much more 
desirable and much handsomer far and 
brings but a little more. Light shades o 
mink are to be avoided. There are man; 
other furs which are much more desirabh 
and can be purchased at a lower price 
Alaska sabl«, the fur of the deodorize< 
skunk, is a much more beautiful fur, an< 
when properly treated there is no suspicion 
of an odor remaining, but when this has 
not been properly done the odor is mos 
offensive if the wearer sit& for any length 
of time in a warm room. 


Thin in o mntrm- to ]» carefully consid- 
ered in purchasing this beautiful fur, be 
cause of the trouble and expense of deodor- 
izing it. Russian sable, ns every one knows 
who has seen it, is not a jet black fur 
but a black brown. Black mink is tbe 
same color. One of the most costly, yet 
one of the most frail of all furs of com- 
merce, is the silver gray fox. Black fox, 
which coiuus chiefly from Russia, is the 
single strip of black fur found down the 
back of the silver, and is one of the court 
furs of Russia, commanding a fabulous 
price. The natural black fox of com- 
merce i" the dyed fur of our forest foxes 
and is not very expensive. 


Besides being dyed, fox fur is often 


bleached to imitate the natural white fox 
of the arctic regions. 
In the intense cold 


and darkness of the arctic nigbt the fur of 
all animals is bleached to a snowy white- 
ness, and the finest snow white furs come 
from the far north. 
The little ermine is 


of a yellowish brown in summer, when It 
is known as the ateat. It is pure white 
in winter like the white fox, the color of 
the snow, retaining only tbe black tip of 
its tail. 


Tho little gray squirrel is the color of 


the lichened bough on which it climbs, 
and numberless other instances might be 
named of this tendwnnir nf nat-.nra to adanfc 
the crenture to the color of his habitation. 
Certainly in the arctic circle the color of 
nil animals nnd even of most of the birds 
is of the color of the snow.—Good House- 
keeping. 


QK&heefth Smoking* 


Like opium, hasheesh is chiefly used for 


smoking, and when thus used it is almost 
always in corubinaticn with tobacco. 
First, a plug of tobacco is placed at the 
bottom of the bowl of the pipe and on the 
top of tins a small piece of hasheesh and 
over this again a piece of redhot char- 
coal, or this hasheesh is kneaded with 
the tobacco by the thumb of one hand 
working in the palm of the other until 
thoroughly incorporated, when they are 
transferred to the bowl and lighted, as in 
the previous case. Its first effect when 
thus used is one of intense exhilaration, 
almost amounting to delirium. 


The victim uses the power of thought

The Eng- 
liali derivative, of the word hanbcoah glvca 
a terrible and too well deserved signifi- 
cance in this connection. Hashash is the 
term used for one who smokes hasheesh, 
and the plural of the word is hashasin, 
from which our English word assassin is 
said to be derived. 


Doubtless it is in this first stage of hal- 


lucination and frenzy that most of the 
crimes—and they have been many—attrib- 
uted to the use of this drug have been 
committed, for the second is one of 
dreamy enjoyment, finally followed, if the 
dose has been full, by stupor so dense M 
almost to amount to a state of catalepsy. 
It has been said that a fortnight'* use of 
hafeheesh will make its victim a complete 
slave to the habit, and its end, as in the 
case of the use of opium, is degradation 
nnd ruin, physical, social and moral.— 
Chambers' Journal.

This method has only 
recently been introduced into this country, 
but its benefits promise to be furreaching 
when it is brought into general practice.

iionnd affords not only the intrinsic ad- 
vantage of the current, but also the fur- 
ther beneficial action of an antiseptic salt 
whose permeation into thn tissues contrib- 
utes to their strength and nutrition. In 
other words, the metallic deposit is first 
made, and then by what is termed "cat- 
aphoresls" driven into the tissues. It is 
highly probable that this will be the treat- 
ment of the future in catarrh cases.

\Vflshington National park region am IM 
glaciers. Spnn round the mountain as an 
axis, like the radial spokes of some gigan- 
tic wheel, are some 14 huge icefields, va- 
rying from a mile to 12 mile* lo length. 
Though no one of them taken alone equals 
in size the great Muir glacier of Alaska, 
together they constitute th« greatest gla- 
cial system in the world. By way of com- 
parison, rather than disparagement, It 
may be said that all the glaciers of the 
A Ips might be snugly stowed away in a 
niinor segment of this immeuse circle. 
Pernaps tne largest ot tha Icefields is 


the Tahoiua, lying on the southwestern 
slope of the mountain. Its proportions 
niay be roughly stated as about one mile 
in width, seven miles in length and an 
average depth of COO feet. Imagine, if you 
will, a solid block of ice whose average 
thickness is twice the height of Trinity 
s]'ire mid in places between 1,000 and 
2,000 feet, and of sufficient length and 
width to cover one-half of Manhattan Is- 
land. The Nesqually, the Cowlitz, the 
Carbon and White river glaciers are of but 
IKtle less immensity, the last named be- 
ing fully 12 miles in length.

Coins Tuned by Private Mints. 


The constitution of the United States 


provides that no state shall coin money, 
but it seems that individuals might have 
done so till about the time of the late civil 
war. Of course it has always been against 
the law to counterfeit or imitate the coin- 
age of the Unit«d States, and BO, necessa- 
rily, a, coin Issued by a private mint would 
have to bs «o distinctive in shape or mark- 
ings as to show that it was not intended 
to pass as federal money. For ttds reason 
the |BO gold coins or tokens issued by sev- 
eral private mints in California d uring the 
flush times of the fifties were octagonal in 
lhape. 


Oold coins were also issued by the Mor- 


mons of Dtah at about the same time, and 
th* name thing had been done by parties 
in Georgia and North Carolina. 


Probably the latest of these private 


mints was the one established in Denver 
in the «arly sixties. 
It is said that, the

establishment being 


brought to the attention of Secretary 
Chase, that eminent financier was much 
astonished to find a respectable firm of 
bankers engaged'In making and ottering 
money and was still further surprised 
when the attorney general of the United 
States declared they had the right to do so. 


This Incident caused the passage of a 


law absolutely prohibiting individuals 
from issuing or circulating anything in- 
tended in any manner to servo as money.
